Happily such instances of seltlsliness 
and brutality as are only too well ac¬ 
credited iu the case of the crew of the 
Bourgogne and its steerage passengers 
are rare in the annals of the sea. 

At < men and children first" was the 
rule on the Clyde liner Delaware, and 
as a result all came safely to shore 
from the burning steamer. “Women 
and children lirst and discipline all the 
time” is a good motto for all ship com¬ 
panies to live up to In time of great 
emergencies. When every one is for 
himself it is a certainty that tilings 
will come out badly, and the worst in¬ 
stead of the best made of the situation. 

The officers of the American navy and 
army justly complain that the smoking 
(louder they arc compelled to use clouds 
the work of the gunners and makes 
tlicit aim less accurate. In view, how¬ 
ever, of the dazing rapidity and dead¬ 
ly accuracy of the lire of American 
guns which sent Montejo’s and Oer- 
vera’s squadrons to the bottom of the 
sea the Spaniards have reason for sup¬ 
posing that the American navy must 
la- hard to please In the matter of pow¬ 
der and accurate aim. 

Tenement house reforms and sanita¬ 
tion are making rapid strides nowa¬ 
days, and quietly, too. A Brooklyn ex¬ 
port went up to Boston a little while 
ago to tell the people how to get at 
these questions and found that Boston 
tiad done us much as Brooklyn within 
the s!:„rt time tiiat had elapsed since 
!is law went Into effect. This Is en¬ 
couraging. hut scarcely surprising, 
sluce the air Is full, nowadays, of ways 
and means for bettering these cotuli- 


Th« primary cause of the horrible 
disaster to the steamship I.a Bour¬ 
gogne was the fact that it was moving 
at a high rate of speed in a heavy fog. 
Very likely this had been the usual 
custom of l.a Bourgogne ou previous 
voyages. On every such occasion, 
however, a risk was taken which no 
steamship owner lias a right to take 
with the lives of passengers. Times 
without number the risk lias l>eeu 
taken without being attended with the 
disaster that always threatens the 
steamer moving rapidly In a fog. It 
was inevitable, however, that the con¬ 
tinual coquetting with danger must 
anally prove disastrous. Ha Bourgogne 
disregarded the precaution ouce too 
often, and the vessel went to the bot¬ 
tom. vto'cylug most of Its passenger* 


with It. The making of rapid speed 
In foggy weather Is a crime not pecu¬ 
liar to I.a Bourgogne. Nearly all the 
ocean liuers are guilty of the danger¬ 
ous practice, which they should be 
forced to discontinue. The saving of 
time Is not of so great Importance that 
lives must he sacrificed in order to ef¬ 
fect that end. Safety must be tiie first 
condition of ocean travel. 

War iu its concrete horror has little 
to commend it to civilization. Only 111 
its abstract phases, when its butchery 
is done and when its beiietieent effects 
are analyzed, does it become a recourse 
j which judgment and humanity can 
I Justify. It is too early to comil great 
I good against hideous cost in our con¬ 
test with Spain. Imt at least ilie future 
may he anticipated with reference in 
war's reaction on the I'niicd State- and 
its citizens. I lie Aun , ri. :iii p, ople have 
suffered from an age of materialism. 
To-day, with its s -ntsli possibilities and 
opportunities, has been worshiped as 
never Baal was worshiped. Only a 
material present was considered; self¬ 
ishness conceded that there was no 
future, and in search of a past the 
American looked back to the revolu¬ 
tion or to the war of 1812. The civil 
war, being a quarrel between brothers, 
could not lie a source of true national 
pride. Yet always war and its victo¬ 
ries have been the things to which pa¬ 
triotism and courage and valor have 
pointed. Then, iu the midst of our Ma¬ 
terialism of uninterrupted peace, a 
great emergency came, of a nature to : 
remind every man of ids forgotten alle- j 
glance to country. The more menacing 
lids emergency became the more close- j 
ly did the bonds of the country’s cause j 
draw the people together. Wo can j 
measure in tile present the value to the j 
America a of the courage which ear- j 
ried Roosevelt’s rough riders through j 
tiie battle at I.a tjuaslna? Who ran , 
say that the record of it may not he j 
imperishable glory to newer genera- ! 
tions iu happier times? Increase the 
Anarlcau's pride In the heroism of ids | 
people and lie*beconies a better man j 
and a better American. 

The best witness to the Influence of I 
Gladstone was the passage of the Irish j 
local government bill by the British i 
Parliament without so much as a pas- j 
sage of arms in debate.

A few days ago Game Warden Keihl- 
tueyer swooped down on the restaurant, 
got ft piece of the meat for evidence, 
aud had the restaurateur and Ids wife 
arrested on a warrant Issued by Justice 
Smalley. At the hearing the process of 
veuisonlzing mutton was explained by 
the defendants, and the Court, being 
satisfied that the State gauiu. laws had 
not been violated, dismissed the case.

RAGGED BUT BRAVE. 

Cuba’s Tattered Army la Made Up sf 
Heroic Men. 

Probably there was never an artny 
like the Cuban. It includes nil ages 
and conditions of men and hoys; some 
with bare feet and In rags—very scant 
tatters at that. There are few who 
look as if they had not been very hun¬ 
gry for a long time. If the spirit of 
freedom could have been crushed out 
of their souls as streugth has been 
starved out of their bodies there would 
he no Cuban army to-day. But. with 
all their suffering and sacrifice, writes 
a correspondent at the front, here they 
are, physically inferior,*but brave in 
spirit, eager and glad to fall in line, and 
hopeful as never before, for they feel 
that at last the decisive blow is to Vie 
struck for Cuba I jure. There could 
hardly he anything more pathetic titan 
these long lines of Cubans, ready to 
march to the front—dark-faced, white- 
haired old nten, handsome, slender 
hoys, with dark, wistful eyes—all quiet, 
serious, even sad—so unlike the Ameri¬ 
can soldiers—vigorous and cheerful, 
with a freedom of thought, expression 
and action that Iihs never known re¬ 
pression. 

It was at Guantanamo that a naval 
officer said to me: “When we came 
down here we were not enthusiastic 
over the lighting qualities of the Cu¬ 
bans. But we really knew nothing

Miicli l.iuliter tluiil the Muxlm Model, 
anil XVoiiderfully Efficient. 

The Earl of DuudomUd lias invented 
i galloping gun carriage that lias been 
tested xvi 1 1 1 gratifying results. One of 
the principal merits of the carriage Is 
its extreme lightness. Built of steel, 
aud of the same width as the service 
pattern, its weight, inclusive of gun aud 
ammunition, Is less than 4<H) pounds, 
whereas tlmt ol’ the ordinary Maxim 
carriage Is upwards of HOG pounds. As 
a result of the lessened weight only 
one horse is required Instead of two, 
while a single man can, if necessary, 
move i lie carriage for considerable dis¬ 
tances with very little fatigue. The 
shafts, made of hickory aud steel, are 
easily detachable. A notable feature 
of the invention is a rotary ammunition 
carrier, which lias capacity for l.”50 
rounds; while all-urouiul lire Is possible 
without changing the position of the 
carriage.

Globe-Democrat, that the English lan-

But although in reality Captain Kidd 
was no hero, he hns been known for n 
century and more ns the great American 
pirate, and his name bus been repre¬ 
sentative of piracy ever since. Years 
after he had been hung, when people 
heard that a vessel with a black flag— 
or one which looked black in the dis¬ 
tance—flying from its rigging hud been 
wen, they forgot that tho famous pirate 
was dead and imagined that Captain 
Kidd was visiting ttieir part ot the coast 
in order that ho might find a good place 
to bury some treasure which it was no 
longer safe for him to carry about.— 
Frank It. Stockton in Century.

A method of metallizing wood, one 
by which it becomes very solid and rr 
sisfant and assumes tho appearance of a 
true metallic mirror, is described itt the 
Paris Monde with much detail. Briefly, 
the wood is tii st immersed for three or 
four days, ns may bo its degree of per 
ineability, in a caustic alkaline lye, and 
thence passed immediately into a bath 
of hydrosulphite of calcium, to which 
is added, after 24 or 1(11 hours, concen¬ 
trated solution of sulphur in caustic 
potash Tho duration of this hath is 
about 48 hours, and its temperature is 
from 56 to 60 degrees. Finally the wood 
is immersed for 30 or 40 hours in a lint 
solution of acetate of lend The wood 
prepared in this manner and after hav 
ing undergone a proper drying at a 
moderate temperature ac<)iiires under a 
burnisher of hard wood a polished sur¬ 
face and exhibits a very brilliant metal 
lie luster—a luster still further increas¬ 
ed in its attractiveness if the surface of 
the wood he rubbed thoroughly, in the 
first place, with a piece of lend, tin or 
zino and afterward be polished with a 
glass or porcelain burnisher.

Tito KftVft of Wind on Lake*. 

Attention has been called to the very 
remurkable effect of the wind on vari¬ 
ous inland bodios of water. It is not 
unusual for the residents in towns on 
the shores of lakes to be greatly incon¬ 
venienced, provided a heavy wind blow¬ 
ing on shore continues for any length of 
time. In the Baltic sea the level has 
been altered for upward of eight feet. 
Sometimes the water is lilowu out of a 
ciirunel, leaving it ubnost dry. In oue 
instance a depression of six feet oc¬ 
curred on one side of a body of water, 
with a corresponding rise of six feet on 
the other. Lake Krie lias been known to 
alter its level a distance of 15 feet on 
account of heavy winds, and Lake 
-Michigan was at one time the subject 
of considerable interest from the same 
cause. The wind was heavy and contin¬ 
uous and piled the water up on oue 
aide, while the other was so low that 
people walked out upon rocks where in 
tlie memory of man uo feet had ever 
trodden.—New Yoik Ledger.
